The , case 
seems to bo one of too much mother-in- 
law and while it may. contain a few 
unpleasant features we predict that the 
genial Elmer will soon extricate, him- 
self from all difTiculties and, as in iic* 
tion, "live happily ever after."; 

E. Elmer Brook, a young banker of 
Antioch, 111., who is spending his honey- 
moon at the La Salle hotel with his 
bride of a week, will have to appear in 
the Maxwell street police court this 
morning to answer a charge of stealing 
jewelry valued at $1,000 from his 
mothcr-in-ldw, Mrs. Lucretta Brown, 
S414 West Jackson boulevoird. The 
bridegroom was arrested on a warrant 
abtoined by Mrs. Brown Tuesday after- 
noon, and while his bride stood tearfully 
by. Brook was taken to the Fillmore 
street stotion and locked up for nearly 
an hour, till his business friends in Chi- 
cago provided bond for him. 

Hrs. Brookt who was Miss Nina Mc- 
Clelland, declares that the arrest is due 
to spitework on the part of her mother, 
Mrs. Brown, who violently opposed the 
match for financial reasons. 

She went with her husbond to the 
Fillmore street police station, where 
she told Capt Storen that she had taken 
the jewelry herself. She said she did 
this because her mother held some of 
her property and she wanted the jewelry*|~ 
as security. The articles taken consist- 
ed of a brooch, a watch and a diamond 
pin. 

Mrs. Brook, who is 19 years old and 
decidedly pretty, is a granddaughter of 
General McClelland of Civilwar fame 
and a cousin of former Mayor McClelland 
of New York. She is to inherit $30,000 
from her grandfather's estate when she 
is 21 years old. She claims that her 
mother wanted to have her say in the 
management of her fortune, and for 
that reason did not want her to marry 
anyone. 

Mrs. Brown's plans to keep her 
daughter single went to pieces when the 
girl met Brook about five months ago. 
Mrs. Brown violently opposed the at- 
tentions of the young man, but her hus- 
band, Palmer Brown, favored the suit' 
Whether duo to his espousal of 
Brook's suit or other domestic differ- 
ences, Mr. and Mrs. Brown have separ- 
ated. Mr. Brown is an ofTicial of the 
, Chicago Crayon company, 1123 West 
Twentieth street. 

Mr. Brook came to Chicago early 
last week, and on Wednesday last Miss 
McCelland disappeared from her hohne. 
The pair were married on the same day 
in this city. Sunday night, while Mrs. 
Brown was absent from the house, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brook w.ent to the Brown 
home in a tdxicab, entered the house 
ond according to the mother carried off 
$1,000 worth of jewelry and silverware, 
including a diamond brooch, a diamond 
ring and a watch. ' 

Mrs, Brook knew just where the key 
was hidden and had no difficulty In get- 
ting into the house. Tuesday morning 
Mrs. Brown swore out a warrant for 
the arrest of her son-in-law charging 
him with larceny. 

After the arrest . Palmer Brown 
went to the police station and secured 
the release of Bro'ok on $1,000 bonds. 
Mrs. Brown said in the evening that 
she expected to settle the matter out of 
• court ■ 

LATER— Brook was discharged by 
Municipal Judge i Heap Wednesday 
morning when arraigned in the Maxwell 
atroot court "I believe Mrs, . Brown's 
attempt to frustrate the marriage is the 
basis for this charge/' said Judge Heap, 
"and the defendant is ^scharged." . 



STEARNS m_ BE IN IT 

Springfield Dispatch States that All Who 
Voted for Lorimer Will be Quizzed 

That Legislator A. K, Stearns, repre- 
sentative of this district in the state 
legislature, is to be called to the Sanga- 
mon grand jury to explain the reason 
why he voted for Lorimer for senator 
is evident from the following in the 
Chicago Daily News, for Mr, Stearns, 
it is recalled, voted for Lorimer after 
havmg voted almost one hundred times 
for Mr. Fobs: 

Legislative and political circles re- 
ceived a shock when it became known 
that two members of the general as- 
sembly are expected to give evidence to 
the Sangamon county grand jury in- 
yolving some of the big Republican and 
Democraticleaders of the state. State's 
Attorney Burke is hot on the trail of 
the big guns involved in the charges 
that Senator William Lorimer's seat in 
the ^United States^ Senate was pur- 
chased. 

All the Republicans and Democrats 
who voted for Senator Lorimer will be 
subpoenaed before the grand juryT ac- 
cording to aids in State's Attorney 
Burke's oflice. The plan is to bring 
them in one by one and ask them whether 
they received any money. Three mem- 
bers of the Legislature are to be given 
opportunity to explain their votes. 
They are: 

Representative B. F. Staymaties of 
Clinton, Democrat. 

Representative Charles L...McMackin 
of Salem, Ropubican. 

Representative Harvey D McCollum 
of Louisville, Democrat 

Mr. Steams' name has not been 
brought into any of the affair up to the 
present time and he has said all along 
that he didn't care ' what was said or 
done, his skirts were clear for he had 
voted for Mr. Foss until the last ditch 
and merely went to Lorimer- as a last 
resort However, he is one of those 
who voted for Lorimer and, according 
to the Springfield dispatch, is in line 
for a short confab with the grand jury 
which ia now probing things in Spring- 
field. Mr. Stearns stated some time 
ago ho would willingly answer court 
summons which might be served on him 
to testify in the investigation but that 
he would not, voluntarily., proffer, such 
services, forhe had nothing to say, as 
would be Iseen from his testimony in 
case it were called for. 



LOSE LIVES_AT RAISING 

Two Men Killed at Barn Raising at Palatine 
as Roof Collapses 

Two well known residents of Palatine 
Illinois, lost their lives Monday at a 
bam raising when the barn suddenly 
collasped. The victims.of the accident 
are Henry Langhuwt, who. leaves a 
wife and a young child, and William 
Mess, who leaves wife and four children. 
The two men were on the top 6f barn 
when it suddenly collapsed, precipitat- 
ing them onto the floor of the concrete, 
basement 

The fatal accident occiired at four 
o'clock Monday afternoon killing 
Lnnghurat instantly. Mess died of ■ his 
injuries at ten o'clock at night. Scor- 
es of neighbors and friends who had 
gathered to assist in the bam raising 
witnessed the accident. The barn was 
located on the farm of Fred Linneman 
situated about a mile from Palatine 
and the fatality occurred at four o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

The accident put a damper on the de- 
coration day festivities and resulted in 
the stopping of a ball game which was 
in progress. The men who lost their 
lives were prominent in the- ^ locality. 
Faulty construction of the barn which 
was a large one, is the only cause which 
can be assigned for the giving way of 
the fttmework.

SERIOUS PANIC IS AVERTED BANKS TO BE PROTECTED 



Theater Management Handles Crisis in 
$ Most Exemplary Manner and Dc-' 
serves Great Credit 



Following the collapse of a Bu;jporting 
iron brace on the roof of the Barrison 
theater 10:20 Saturday evening, .the 
roof of the theater steel ceiling and all 
sustained a collapse whot two Iron 
beams broke or bent causing the ceiling 
of the theater to come down between 
twfa and three feCt. 

There ^Vas a rain falling and a. howl- 
ing wind, tie w. Thereof at the same 
time it sagged sprung a half a score of 
leaks and water began to drip down on 
the audience. ■ 

The theater was well filled. The 
show was nearly ended. The moving 
pictures were nearly run through when 
the house was startled by a crack like 
the report of artillery and then little 
cracks began to be heard above on the 
roof. 

The tendency of the audience was to 
bolt the for doors. 

However, just as soon as the noises 
began to be head Stage Manager Nate 
Frudenfeld sprung on the lights and the 
theater, which had been .dark because 
of the moving views, was Hooded with 
light 

At the same time Drummer Phil 
Dahlberg and other cool headed ones 
sprang to their feet, and raising hands 
begged the people to be seated and not 
to make a rush. 

'Some miscreant, it is said, shouted 
fire before this. 

The people calmed down. Some left 
The roof did not show any signs of 
coming down in a hurry^ so the moving 
pictures were finished and the crowd 
which included many woman and child- 
ren filed out in a orderly manner under 
the directibn'of Monager Frudenfeld. 

. Manager Frudenfeld was downstairs 
beneath the stage when the crash came 
and did not know what had happened 
until he came above. 

The handling of the entire crisis re- 
flects great credit on the management 
Itisalsoa subject of commendatiohs 
that a few made effort to bring quiet 
and order, as had there been a panic the 
effectwould have been disastrous. 

Manager Frudenfeld, Sunday and 
Monday, as a result, moved his show to 
the Schwartz theater, which is open for 
Sunday shows by the Barrison people 
anyway and eight acts were presented 
Sunday. 

The Barrison room beam are badly 
sagged, most of it having come Satur- 
day night after the people had left; 
The roof remained intact while the 
crowed was there. The iron brace in 
toppling over carried a portion of the 
brick work, which crashed into the new 
apparatus. The cause of the collapse is 
not known now, unless' the jar of the 
300 pound ventilating motor in operation 
might have had something to do with it 

The theater is not on the whole badly 
inju.ed, but will take some time to re- 
pair. Seats were damaged by the leak- 
ing roof beams were bolted, served 
to keep the theater whole. The floors 
seem to have sagged a bit, but a, 
few days' work will make repairs. 

When the crash came every emeloyee 
of the £heater was at his or her post 
The music never stopped for a moment 
e xcept that Miss Cora Salisbury played 
a bit louder to still the people. The 
moving pictures were kept in motion by 
Operator. McMahon. There was no 
confusion except that a few arose in 
their places. No dash was made to- 
wards the doors. The handling of the 
situation reflects great credit on the 
management and on the temper of the 
people.

Probfem Has Been Solved Whereby oil 

Small Towns May Solve the Sewage 

Problem Sucfully 



Farmers on the line of the North 
Shore Electric company will be able if 
they desire to light their houses and 
operate their bam yard machinery by 
electricity this summer, If they desire. 

It Is announced that the problem of 
"tapping off" from high tension lines 
has been solved or rather that machin- 
ery which renders the operation a fi- 
nancial possibility has been solved. At 
the convention of the National Electric 
Light Association at St Louis last 
week, an entire day was given up to 
the discussion of the new field service 
thus made possible. 

"There has not, for some years, been 
any mechanical dlfllculty about the 
operation of taking current off a high 
voltage line," said a member of the 
association who was present at the con- 
vention, "the problem has been purely 
a financial one. Too much investment 
was required in transformers for the 
returns. But this has all been solved, 
and now it is expected in the electrical 
world that farmers can be supplied the 
same as city people, where they are ad- 
jacent to lines. There is always a lot 
of small machinery about a farm if its 
up to date. It can all be run by elec- 
tricity now. Electricity will do any- 
thing. I expect the lowly cow will be 
milked by electricity." 

Officials of th<* North Shore_JIlecttic 
company describe other new and inter- 
esting uses that \ylll be made of current 
in the company's big territory which is 
larger geographically than Rhode Is- 
land, to which more than one hundred 
miles of new transmission lines are be- 
ing built One of these uses is the cut- 
ting of ice by current Machinery for 
that purpose has been perfected and 
will be seen on the northern Illinois 
lakes next winter. Another employ- 
ment for electricity will be in connec- 
tion with the disposition of sewage and 
the purification of water. The first sub- 
ject especially is one of great Interest 
in most of the seventy or eighty towns 
in' the territory. Extensive experi- 
ments have been made along novel fines 
with excellent results, it is stated, the 
aim being to rapidly deprive sewage of 
its delterious features at a less cost 
than is involved in the customary meth- 
od. Purification of water is easily ac- 
complished by subjecting it to certain 
light rays. 

Another subject engaging the experts 
of companies whose territory includes 
small towns is the creation of a protec- 
tive service for the banks. It Is de- 
clared that it will be possible to elec- 
trify a safe" In a country bank in such 
a manner as to render it impossible for 
any predatory yeggman to attack it, 
without the man who touches it instant- 
ly dropping dead under a large charge 
of electrieity.

John L. Tweed Passed Away at His Home 
Wednesday MornIns> 

Wednesday morning of this week the 
hour of seven o'clock marked the pass- 
ing away of another one of Lake Coun- 
ty's oldest and most widely known 
residents, when Mr. John L. Tweed 
breathed his lost at his home at Fox 
Lake, the cause of his death being a 
general breaking down of the entire 
system due to.advanced age.' 

The deceased was born in Ireland in 
the year of 1821 and passed away at 
Fox Lake, III, on the first day of June, 
1910 at the age of eighty-nine years.

RESULT OF PRACTICAL JOKE 



Sends Message for Friend as a Joke Which 
Proves More Serious Than 
' Was Expected 



F. W* Lehbrick, traveling represent-, 
ative of the United States Carriage ' 
Company of Columbus, 0., who with his 
wife made a Waukegan hotel, his per- 
manent address up to a few months ago, 
but who still transacts business in that 
city from time to time and who is well 
known to hundreds of local people, is 
said to be mixed up in a mysterious dis- 
appearance which may prove to be mur- 
der, in Los Angeles, Cal., according to 
the Los Angeles Times. .- • 

And strange to aay, it is said that it- 
all grew out of Mr. Lehbrick's fondness 
for practical jokes, many of which were 
perpetrated in Waukegan much to the 
discomfiture of his local friends. 

Mrs. Hannah Smith of Portland, Ore., 
disappaared very mysteriously some 
time ago under conditions that are puz- 
zling the detectives of that city., Eric 
E. EricBon, an undertaker in that city, 
was to have been called before the 
grand jury to explain certain alleged 
actions following Mrs. Smith's disap- 
pearance. ' 

Lehbrick, it is asserted, is a friend of. 
Ericson, having done business vritK 
him. When he arrived in I^s Angeles, . 
according to the printed statement in 
the California paper, he received a letter 
from Ericson which contained the out- 
line of a telegram which he was asked 
to send to relatives of the woman in" 
Portland, The purport of th0 message 
is said to have beeii that Mrs. Smith was 
alive andwelL Lehbrick was informed^ ' 
he is credited with saying, that, the 
message was a practical joke and this at 
once aroused his interest 

To oblige Ericson he is said to have' 
sent the messoge. Almost immediately 
he declares he received a letter, followed 
by several others from Ericson, asking 
him to recall the message. 

When at first accused of having sent 
the telegram, Lehbrick is said to have 
denied the matter emphatically but later 
admitted everything, telling', just why 
he had entered into the affair. It is not 
probable that any charges will be pre- 
ferred against him but it is likely that 
he will be asked to appear before the 
grand jury and give his evidence. 

The case takes on a serious aspect be- 
cause of the alleged statement of a' 
Mrs. 0. Boden to detectives that short- 
ly before her disappearance Mrs, 
Smith had declared to her that Ericson 
had made an attempt to poision her. 
She is said to have declared that she 
drink wine with him and had reasons to 
believe that it was poisoned as it made 
her very 111, The fact that he gave her 
a glass and drank none himself is said 
to have been what caused Mrs. Smith 
to make her alleged confession. 

"Yes, I realized Ihad been a fool and 
was tryings to cover my tracks. But I 
didn't kill Mrs. Smith," Ericson is said 
to have declared when questioned about 
the telegram matter. ' 

Local friends of Mr. Lebrick are much 
interested in the case and will watch for 
developments eagerly.

■ Many^ diamonds which have been 
exposed to sunshine give .out light on 
being placed In a dark room. When 
placed In a vacuum and exposed to a 
high-tension current of electijlclty, 
diamonds phosphoresce, or shine, with 
different colors.

"But tho Intimation or suggestion 
that the acceptance by congreaameri 
of the president's invitation to travel 
on the train with him In their re- 
spective districts or states was a rea- 
son why they should not vote their 
free opinion on the question of such 
an appropriation la to mo a most pain- 
ful one. 

"In traveling upon the train they 
wore not receiving my hospitality — 
they were only making a little more 
elaborate the cordial welcome whicli 
they as representatives of their dis- 
tricts wished to give. 

"The feature of the discussion yester- 
day which was especially dlstroaslug 
to mo was a suggested refiection on 
southern hospitality. Tho Intimation 
that somewhere In the south board 
was charged has no foundation In fact, 
and r never heard It intimated until 1 
saw It in this morning's paper. 

"In all my experience — and I have

Naval Bill Passes Senate. 
Washington.- By the decisive vote 
of 35 to 2G the senate Monday ap- 
proved the two-battleship program 
which has already gone through the 
house. Both of the now ships will bo 
of the Dreadnaught claaa, and the 
most powerful flghOng machines In 
tho world. In addlUon, the senate 
added a provision to the bill for one 
submarine boat and six torpedo boat 
destroyers, none of which were pro- 
vided for In the bill aa it passed the 
house.

New York.— Glenn H. Curtlss flow 
from Albany to New York city In an 
aeroplane Sunday, winning tlio $10,- 
000 prize offered by tho New York 
World. He covered tho distance of 
137 miles In two houraand thirty-two 
minutes, and camo to earth as calmly 
and as lightly as a pigeon. 

His average Bpeed for the distance 
— 54.00 miles an hour — surpasses any 
record ever made by an aeroplanoin 
long distance flight, and In Its entirety 
his feat perhaps eclipses anything 
man has attempted In a heavier than 
air machine. 

The start was made from Albany 
at 7:03 o'clock under weather condi- 
tions as near perfect as tho most fas- 
tidious aviator could demand. One 
hour and twenty-three minutes later 
ho had made his stopping place near 
Poughkeepslo, where there waa an 
hour's Intermlsaion. Resuming his 
flight at 9:20, he sped southward and 
landed within tho boundary of Man- 
hattan Island at 10:35. 

Pnulhan's flight from London to 
Manchester— ISO miles— exceeded tho 
Curtlss feat In distance, but not in 
speed and danger. The Frenchman's 
average was 44.3 miles an hour, and 
below hlra lay English meadowland; 
Curtlss followed the winding course of 
the Hudson, with, Jutting headland, 
wooded slopes and treacherous palis- 
ades. Ho swung high over the great 
bridge at Pouehkoepslo, dipped at 
Umea within fifty feet of the river's 
broad surface and Jockeyed like a fal- 
con nt the turns. 

Only once did his craft show signs 
of rebellion. This was off Storm 
King, near West Point, where, at' a 
height of nearly 1,000 ^eet, a treach- 
erous gust struck his planes. Tho ma- 
chine dropped llko a rock for 40 feet 
and tilted perilously. But Curtlss. al- 
ways cool, by adroit manipulation of 
his levers, brought renewed equilibri- 
um to his steed. .

They were 
a menace to a gang who made moonshine 
whisky, Btolo whatever they could lay hands 
on and would swear a man's life away for a 
lean hog. It was necessary for tlie welfare of 
the neighborhood that tho Humphreys be dis- 
posed of, and they were taken by a mob one 
night and hanged— threo of them to one tree — 
they having been placed upon horses and the 
horses driven from under them. Then, when 
the ropes had proven too long and the feet of 
one of the three Humphreys had touched the 
ground, the mob had bent back the legs of 
the victims at' the.kriee and tied tho feet up- 
ward to tho hands, so thot the Humphreys 
might awing clear. 

Bill. McDonald knew something of the 
Trans-cedar country and the character of Its 
Bettlcraent, for he had passed his youth and his 
early manhood at, Henderson and at Mineola, , 
both,wItliIn76 miles of that very district. He set 
out by first Strain, and arriving at Athena he 
learned tho.hetalls of the ghastly crime which 
already,..through the telegraphed roporfs. had 
stirred tho entire state. Ho learned that the 
lynching tiad taken place about 25 miles f rpra ! 
Athens, near a little postofllce named Aleyi". 
and ho hurried to that place without delay.. : 
taking with him one Guy Greon, an Athens . 
lawyer, familiar with tho neighborhood. With ' 
Green, tho Rangers went straight to the scene 
of the murder and made such examination of 
the tracks and various clues as remained. Two 
days had passed since the crime and many 
of tho signs had been obliterated. Still there 
was enough for a man with the faculties of 
Captain Bill. Ho Identified no less than four 
trails — one, aa he decided, made by five horses, 
another by three, a third by two, and a fourth 
the track pf a single horse.

. Donald never saw him again. Somewhat later, 
when he met Bill Holley, he said: 

"Look. hero. Bill, I'm afmid your partner 
Monaaco, didn't tell you the raeflsngo I sent tho 
night I came., I said I didn't know Buck Holley 
but that I knew a sorry, bulldozing scoundrel 
by the name of Bill Holley, and that I supposed 
he was down the road there to take a shot at rae 
from ambush. You weren't In this lynching 
mob, I reckon, but they're your friends, and 
you'd help 'em If you could. Now, Bill, you've 
been courting a funeral a good while, and If you 
try any of your nonsense here, you'll win out." 
Tho Ranger captain was out early tho morn- 
ing after his arrival in Aley. and on the trail. 
The tracks of the five horses were followed to 
tho houses of Joe Wilkoraon and his son Brooka' 
and.,to the homeb of John and Arthur Greenhaw 
In JooWIlkerson'a lot he found a part of a well- 
rope, the remainder of which had been cutaway 
It matched prcclaely.with the rope used to hang 
tho Humphreys— the freshly cut ends .being the 
same on both. Tho Wllkeraons and one of the 
Greenhaws were taken Into custody forthwith 
and other arreata followed as tho criminals were 
tracked home. 

Tho testimony brought out tho facts that 
tho Humphreys had known of an illicit still run 
by two men— one Polk Weeks and a man named 
Johns. Also that thoy had known of John 
Greenhaw stealing catUe and hogs, and that 
John Greenhaw had onco drawn a gun on tho 
elder Humphrey, who had promptly taken It 
away from him. Instead of killing him with It 
and rendering the community a service. These 
things, added to the other provocations already 
named, had made the Humphreys sufllcIenUy 
unpopular In a neighborhood like the Trans- 
cedar bottoms to warrant their being hung to a 
limb, trussed up to swing clear of the ground. 

Guilty knowledge of the crime actually Idlled 
a maa.named Eli Sparks, whoso conscience tor- 
tured him. day and night to the point of giving 
testimony, yet whose fears upon the witness 
stand caused hlm^^to withhold tho truth. He 
was a large, red-faced man, evidently greaUy ex- 
cited when questioned and concealing more than 
ho told. Soon after his first examination he met 
Captain McDonald and offered to testify again 
saying that ho had been too frightened to tell 
the truth the first time, but thought^he could 
do better now.

Methods Were Used to Se- 
cure His Election to 
the Senate. ^ 



lllinqts BtateBirian Laahea Foea Who 
Hay© Made Open ChargcB of Bri- 
bery—Eulogy of Democratic Stato 
Leader— Holstlaw Makes Dam- 
aflino Admlasions In Connection 
With Case— WaBhington Investl- 
flatlon May Be Put Off for 
Months. 

Waahlngton.— Senator William lori- 
mor of ininolB an Saturday delivered 
hlfl speech la reply to the bribery 
chargea reflecLIng on his election to 
tho highest legislative body of tho 
nation. Before his expectant col- 
leagues ho dramatically demanded an 
Inveatlgatlon of the chargea that orig- 
inated with the statement of Charles 
A, White In the Clilcngo Tribune 
April 30. In poaslonate language ho 
denoimced tho Tribune and Medill 
McCprraIck, Ita publlaher, and summed, 
up the BUbatanco of tho chargea as 
"malicious slander." 

Saya Deneen Sugoeated Him. 
Senator Lorimer ascribed to Gov- 
ernor Deneen the suggestion that 

■ Lorlmor become a candidate for sena- 
tor. '■ This was at a conference that 
followed unavailing efforts to And a 
chndldato on whom the factions could 
unite, and after Lorimer refused to 
consider Roy O. West for tho place. 
When . Governor Deneen made tho 
suggestion, Lorimer says, ho (Lori- 
mer) replied he was not a candidate, 
but, later Speaker Bhurtleff and others 
lirged It upon him, "on account of tho 
apparent friendship of Governor De- 
neon" and Lorimer discussed the 
situation with some of the governor's 
friends, Including John R. Thompson 
and Chaunccy Dewey. 

"After my talks with them and 
many members of tho legislature," 
said Ixirlmer, "I referred them all to 
tho governor and to"ld them under no 
circumstances would I bo a candidate 
unless ho acquiesced In their support 
of mo. They called on him; what he 
said to them I do not know, but they 
reported ho was for me and that they 

.^Tj^uld support mo If my name was 
presented." 

Eulogy of Lee O'Nell Browne.

DENEEN ANSWERS LORIMER. 

Denies Conspiracy With Chicago Pa- 
per; Sets Out His Facts. * 

Springfield. — Goremor Deneen Is- 
sued the following statement In refer- 
, once to the speech In the United 
States senate in which he was at- 
tacked by Senator Lorimer: 

"While tlio reports of Senator Lorl- 
mer'B speech obtained by mo have 
been 'monger, I understand that he 
chargea that I have entered Into a 
conspiracy with the Chicago Tribune, 
to have published the confession of 
Ropresentallvo White. 
, "This charge Is without any founda- 
tion of fact The facta are as fol- 
lows: About midnight of the day be- 
fore the story was published a ropre- 
Bontativo of tlio Chicago Tribune met 
rao ot the Union League club and In- 
formed me that he had been waiting 
two hours to see mo;.tlmt tho editor 
of tho Tribune was exceedingly anx- 
ious to Interview mo about a matter 
of very groat Importance and that 
they would have to go to press within 
a fewiminutes. Accordingly I went to 
the Tribune ofllce, which was near by. 

"A statement was there made to 
me of Mr. Wlilte's confession and on 
interview Tvas roquested.. A very brief 
Interview was given by mo In which 
1 stated In substanco that a full exam- 
ination should bd made ^f the asscr- 
tiona contained in tho charges. . 

"Mr. White's confession was in type 



to select a candidate who could se- 
cure the majority of the caucus and 
thereafter- tho full vote of the party 
In his election to tho senatorshlp. 

"This was, the view>taken by Re- 
publicans throughout the state and a 
number of names had been mentioned 
in this connection by friends of vari- 
ous candidates; among them being 
Col. Frank Lowden, Congressman 
McKlnley, A. C. Bartlett Hon. W. A. 
Uodenberg and a number of others, 
among them being Roy O.West. 

"ilr. Lorimer was opposed to tlie 
plan of nominating by caucus, l»ater 
I was Informed by him and his friends 
that I could bo elected senator, I re- 
fused abBolutely to consider It 
Nevertheless, shortly before his olbc- 
tlon, an effort was roado by Mr, Lori- 
mer and his friends In the general 
asBcmbly to elect me. I called to- 
gether In my office RepubllcdnB who 
had supported me In the senate and 
who hod gone Into a Republican cau- 
cus In the houso and stated to theni 
that this movement was without my 
approval and that I would not accept 
the office It elected. 

"Shortly before Senator Lorimer was 
elected and after the deadlock* had 
dragged on for montlis, It became ap- 
parent that he was a candidate, = A 
number of my friends, whom he men- 
tions In his speech, called upon me and 
I odvlsod them strongly against voting 
for him, oven though ho could get a 
minority of tho Republicans to aid 
the Democrats in electing him. All 
of these facts were published as the 
contest went on and were at that 
Ume famHinr to the public. 

"While I- am surprised at the char- 
acter of the statements mado by Sen- 
ator Lorimer, I nm at a loss to know 
what possible relation they bear to 
the charge now under Investigation 
—that his election to the United 
States fienato was procured by means 
of bribery." 

ADMITS TAKING BRIBE. 

State Senator Holstlaw Acknowledges 
' . Mlaconduct as Legislator. 

Springfield.— Stato Senator D. W. 
Holstlaw confessed to State's Attor- 
ney Burke and later to the Sangamon 
county grand Jury that ho -voted for 
William .Lorimer; for United. States 
senator and was paid therefor ^3,600. 
He stated- in tho confession that the 
money, was handed him by State Sen- 
ator John Broderlck of Chicago. 

Senator Holstlaw also stated that 



Lorimer In Washington created the 
greatest senBatlon of the senatorial 
bribery scandal. 

Expected $1,500 Furniture Graft 

Senator Holstlaw had already ad- 
mitted that ho had been promised 
$1,500 In connection with the letting 
of tho contract for desks and chairs 
in the assembly hall, which contract 
has been under Investigation by the 
grand jury. 

Subsequent to the confession, of 
Representatlvo Charles A. White, and 
while the investigation which resulted 
In the indictment of Minority Xx3ader 
Leo O'Nell Browno was occupying 
State's Attorney Wayman, State 
Senator John Broderlck, was ques- 
tioned and emphatically denied nil 
knowledge of bribery in connection 
with the Lorimer election. Broderlck 
also asserted that ha knew nothing of 
any legislative "jack pot" or ita distrl 
butlon. 



PROCEDURE TO BE SLOW. 

Senatorial Investigation of Lorlmer'a 
Election Will Consume Time. 

Washington. — There Is a' strong 
probability that the Investigation of 
the election of Senator Lorimer of 
Illinois, which was demanded by the 
senator la the senate, will not come 
to pass before next December. This 
Is the judgment of members of the 
United States senate who have had 
long, experience In that body,, and 
while not positive or pnal, this judg- 
ment Is borne out by precedent. The 
fact .that court procedure on the 
chargea against Senator Lorimer Is In 
progress In BUnola may have consid- 
erable Influence for delay. The de- 
mand for an Investigation by Senator 
Lorimer comes bo late in the present 
BCBslon that, In the opinion of sena- 
tors, It could not possibly be con- 
cluded .before this session of congress 
shall adjourn. , /

While the present expectation Is 
that congress will not adjourn before 
July 15, few contested Investlgatlona 
before the senate committee on priv- 
ilegOB and elections have over been 
concluded In two months* time. The 
investigation of Senator, Stanley Mat- 
thews of Ohio In- 1878, which is the 
lost on record untlLnow In which a 
senator himsolf doraanded an Investi- 
gation, began In the senate on June 
6 and .was not concluded until the fol- 
lowing .December, when congresB 
again met

Persimmons to Be Grown In Mexico. 
PorBimmon ^Ilps and persimmon 
seeds in a largo consignment have 
just been received from Japan by the 
department of fomento for experi- 
mentation in the sandy soils of tho 
warmer sections of Mexico. ' 

The plants wore sent direotly to the 
agricultural statlrfna situated In the 
regions where the soil and climate 
are deemed adaptable, while the seeds 
vfin be distributed to hacendados on 
request, provided these requests come 
from sections suited for develoDlne 
tJie trees. 7 ' 

The species of persimmon brought 
to Mexico for experimentation differs 
somewhat from the persimmon of the 
United States, being the Japanese 
variety known as Knkl. Preliminary 
experiments appear- to have' demon- 
Btrated that the trees will flourish in 
many parts of Mexico and boar largo 
quantities of fruit.— Mexico Record.
